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AMENDMENT 30. 


Amendment dumber Thirty, the last in the 


booklet of one hundred and forty-four pages, is 
one which has brought out n. sluirp division in 
opinion. It may be said the California Eeal 
Estate Association favors the measure and is 
urging its adoption on the grounds it would 
aid in making possible the development of out- 
lying sections of cities. The argument of the 
real estate men is that California street rail- 
roads, with those of the country, have not 
branched out to meet the growing needs of the 
community, and this amendment might stimu- 
late such development. 


The voter who may agree these things are 


desirable would also wish to know how he is 
being asked to alter the structural law that 
more cars might run to suburban districts. 
The amendment would give the Eailroad Com- 
mission exclusive power to grant determinate 
or indeterminate franchises for street, inter- 
urban, and suburban railways, and motor 
transportation for compensation upon streets 
or highways. It would, in other words, relieve 
the city of a most important function. 


The franchise determines the location of a 


street railway, designates the route and streets 
to be traveled by it and the territory to be 
served. Transportation determines the devel- 
opment of the city. It is a part and parcel of 
the city life and its demands are reflected upon 
city administrations and city planners. To 
put a power in the hands of the Eailroad Com- 
mission which might shape the growth of Oak- 
. land, or handicap its extension, would be a 
mistake. 
The 
Eailroad 
Commission^ has 


neither time nor the information to give to Oak- 
land's transportation problems the attention 
which may be given by a local city planning 
,commission and a local city administration. 
Indeed, the Eailroad Commission is complain- 
ing today it is undermanned and overloaded. 
The Amendment would deprive the cities of a 
considerable power ovei' public streets upon 
which the railroads are running and would be 
a move away from the scientific and efficient 
planning and mapping of the .city of the future. 
Vote "No" on Number Thirty. 


It may be said, at the same time, Amend- 


ments 10 and 11, similarly seek to deprive cities 
of powers or exemptions now possessed. Under 
Number 10 municipally owned public utilities 
would be taxed the same as any other public 
utility. Number 11 would place regulation of 
publicly owned public utilities under the con- 
trol of the Eailroad Commission.

FOR EUGENE FIELD. 


"Time was when the little toy dog was new 


And the soldier was passing fair ..." 


Time was, too, when Ger.e Field, in Denver, 


was amusing himself by writing extravagant 
things of his fellow townsmen and by taking 
metrical excursions into the land of fairies and 
childhood. 
Melville E. Stone, then editor of 


the Chicago Daily News, saw in the writing of 
llm young man its genuine aud human appeal. 
Field was pursuaded to move to Chicago and 
there he wrote his "Sharps and Flats." 


The other day Chicago dedicated a monu- 


ment to the poet who was so widely loved. 
It is suggestive of "Winken and JBlinken and 
Nod" and "The Sugar Plum Tree," lines from 
which are carved at its base. There is a foun- 
tain at either end of the memorial and the 
central group consists of a fairy in bronze 
standing above two sleeping children and about 
to drop a flower on them. Melville E. Stone, 
who since the days he summoned Field to 
Chicago, has been head of the Associated Press, 
delivered the dedicatory address and two of 
the poet's grandchildren unveiled the monu- 
ment. 


There was in Field's simplicity something 


greater than those perfections scholars discover 
in tragic verse. As poets go he may not have 
been distinguished but he held the key to hu- 
man hearts and was content with the doors it 
opened. No one attempts to place him with 
brilliant craftsmen or subtle interpreters. In- 
stead, most everyone loves him. There was in 
his life and songs that which makes one won- 
der, and smile, at the fuss and pretense of the 
trick poets who seek notice by mechanical and 
verbal daring. He is proof of the fact that 
which is closest to the home is closest to the 
heart, the poet who possesses understanding 
and sympathy will live when those who dis- 
play new schemes with rhyme, meter, and "im- 
pressions," are forgotten. 


A large part of the money for the Field 


Memorial was contributed in nickels and dimes 
by the school children of Chicago. Years passed 
before the amount reached the §30,000 needed. 
Now there is one more memorial added to the 
rich number of statues possessed by the Illinois 
ci'y. It will be safe to predict none, except 
that of Lincoln, will hold so warm a place in 
public regard.

He is Hatfield, the maker of rains, the man 
who wooes the elements with mysferious pow- 
der, tin cans and hope. In Italy they say one 
may scoff or laugh, or say what he will about 
this idea of a man causing a downpour from 
the heavens; the fact remains Hatfield's rain 
arrived on the scheduled day.

11 iiisiiiiigtOii conscience must regard T>ZI<I aoii»c 
surprise the announcement that the leasehold 
of Kiaochow will be restored to China on De- 
cember 2. An «nd. apparently, is 1o come to 
a controversy which haa been waged since 
Germany, 24 years ago, established a naval 
base at that port. 


Under the treaty executed at Washington 


Japan agreed to restore to China and Chinese 
sovereignty the Kiaochow leasehold which has 
been held by Japan since the war, and to do so 
by March of next year. Since that time the 
government at Tokyo has given repeated evi- 
dences of a determination to carry out the let- 
ter of the agreement. It is now announced 
that the troops will be withdrawn and civil 
and military control will be turned over to the 
Chinese, not next year, but within little more 
than a month.

c««««ion nt Paris and Washington, It loomed 
oa a large problem at the recent conference 
where, unexpectedly, settlement came easily and 
simply. In ordering its forces out of the port 
Japan is carrying out her agreement.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. — The 


overthrow of David Lloyd George 
as prime minister of England, and 
the selection of Judge Walter F. 
George as the new Senator from 
Georgia, gave the Georges their full 
share of the gossip in Washington 
during the last few days. 


Washington officials and news- 


paper men who attended the peace 
conference in Pans have the live- 
liest recollections of the 
little 


Welshman. They remember in par- 
ticular their first mass interview 
with the British premier, -when, to 
the everlasting astonishment of the 
English journalists, Lloyd George 
was placed on the grill by the 
Americans and made to stand up 
and answer questions much after 
the manner that President Harding 
and the various cabinet officers of 
the administration are bearded in 
their dens at regular intervals by 
the writing men. 


When Lloyd George consented to 


the intervew, he, too, thought that 
it would be just such an interview 
as he often had given to the English 
"pressmen" at 10 Downing street. 
The interview being a statement by 
the premier of just -sv hat he wanted 
to say — and no more. At the mass 
interview with the Americans pres- 
ent, the premier made his little 
speech and was about to bow his 


y out when one of the American 


correspondents, a. man 
of long 


training here in Washington and 
known for his tact and intimacy 
with men h.gh in the councils of 
the government, spoke up. 


' Mr. Prime Minister," he ven- 


tured, and Lloyd George turned a 
quick look in his direction, "might 
I ask a question?" 


The big little man of the big four 


hesitated for jast a fraction of a 
second and replied: 


"Why, certam'j'." 
Theie followed not one question 


but many, for others among the 
American contingent began to pop 
''interpellations" at the "govern- 
ment of Great Britain," and under 
their skilful handling of the situa- 
tion some real news developed 
Lloyd George, either wittingly or 
unwittingly, allowed himself to be 
placed on record on a number of 
very burning questions. To such 
an extent was he led to express 
himself that some of the corre- 
spondents 
began 
to 
get 
a 


tinge of fiost bite around the toe 
tips and there were many asides, 
from the British jouinahsts, which 
ia,n something like this. 


"Tou know, it's quite all right 


and all that sort of thing, perhaps, 
to get the prime minister to say 
these things, but you must, never, 
never quote him or suggest that he 
really said anything " 


"Well, let's see about that," re- 


plied tha Washington correspond- 
ents. 


"By the way, Mr. Prime Min- 


ister, it is all right to quote you on 
what you have said this evening?"

Doctors have their

ments and trials just as other men 
and women have. Certain diseases

Naturally, this failure to cure 
is depressing. 


Among such ailments must be 


placed 
bronchi 1 or 
spasmodic 


asthma. While there are means of 
giving temporary relief, the cure is 
extremely difficult and frequently 
Impossible by methods now known. 


Tie attacks old people have are 


very trying, and such 
cases 
are 


particularly stubborn. While they 
rarely prove fatal, the paro -sms 
are alarming to the family, and 
exceedingly painful to the victim. 


There is no need to enur. ata 


the symptoms of asthma. The 
gasping for breath, the pressure in 
the che&L the wheizmg breathing, 
the struggle for air, the agony of 
the sufferer—all these accompani- 
ments of the disease are too well 
known to need description. 


My purpose today is to brirg 
- 


gether in one place a brief state- 
ment regarding the many possible 
conditions whi9h may have a bear- 
ing on the development of asthma. 
At the same time I shall mention a 
few of the measures recommended 
for relief. 


I have read a charming 
little 


book written by Dr. Thomas Bodley 
Scott. It is called "Mode-.i Mem- 
cine and Some Modern Remedies." 
In this book is a chapter devoted to 
bronchitis and bronchial asthma. 


Dr. Scott practices in Bourne- 


n outh, Eng. Just to live in this 
beautiful seaside resort ought to 
cure any one of almost anything. 
I spent a week-end there recently, 
stopping at the Koyal Bath Hotel. 
If I>r. Scott has had unusual suc- 
cess In his management of chronic 
bronchial cases, he will forgive me 
if I suggest that the climate and 
the surroundings have had much to 
do^with the favorable results. Sure-- 
ly/Dr. Scott is loyal enough to 
Bournemouth to indorse this idea. 


However, it is suggested that in 


every case of chronic bronchitis, 
and especially in bronchial asthma, 
there shall ba a bacteriological ex- 
amination of the sputum to find Out 
what bad germs are lurking there. 
Then, Dr. Scott declares, a vaccine 
should be prepared and administer- 
ed. Any well-equippsd laboratory 
can take all these steps. 


The asthmatic should not forget, 


however, that the attacks are sorae- 
r les the effect of a chronio In- 
fection of some sort. The

Yet such a cess- 
pool Is not one-tenth as harmful In 
its possibilities to anybody as a 
mouth full of dead teeth is to Its 
owner. 


If you have asthma, get rid of 


the Infectious material in your sys- 
tem. I don't care whether you do 
it by means of a vaccine or whether 
you do It by some other more di- 
rect cleansing process. 
But get 


clean and stay clean. Free your- 
self from conditions which favor 
the culture and growth of germs. 
Then 
you will overcome your 


asthma and improve your general 
health amazingly.

On the right of the set is the 2000-watt motor generator, the 
largest of its kind of the Pacific coast. Besides the tower, KLX has a studio from which the original entertainment is put 
on the air.

than half completed.. The bridge, 
known as the Carroll Overhead 
Crossing, to distinguish it from a 
somewhat similar viaduct further 
east, is located, about one mile from 
Altamount on | the road from Liver- 
more" to Tracy. County Surveyor 
George Posoy declares the viaduct 
will be open for traffic by the first 
of the new year. 


There are three horizontal curves 


and one vertical curve in the 
bridge, which was designed entirely 
in Posey's office. 
To make the 


planning of the bridge still more 
difficult the roadway is 'banked" 
on the turns 'and instead of cross- 
ing the railroad at right angles as 
is usual, it spans at a>v'ery acute 
angle ' The bridge was designed, 
too, to premit a second railroad j 
track to pass beneath-it parallel to 
the the present one. 


The location of the viaduct was 


fixed by the State Highway Com- 
mission, which left the details of 
design to the county surveyor's of- 
fice. 
Ttre traces of the Western 


Pacific and Southern Pacific lie so 
close together at this point that It 
was necessary to design the bridge ^ 
w.ith three curves in order to make j 
it "fit." When completed the de- | 
sign was approved without change | 
by the engineers of both the State t 
Highway Commission 
and 
the 


Southern Pacific, which is to bear 
half the cost of building. 


Work on the Carroll Overhead 


Crossing was begun in, April with 
the casting of a- large number of 
^concrete piles on which the bridge 
Is supported where -bedrock lies 
too deep. The viaduct is 537 feet 
long between abuttments, 24 feet 
wide from curb to-curb of thejroaa- 
'•way and 35 feet'above the tracks at 
its highest point. More than IGOO^ 
^ cubic yards pf p. concrete and 130" 
'tons of reinforjrfng steel enter into 
its construction. A fill 50 feet long 
on the west end and another fill 
100 feet long1 on the'east end. fur- 
nish the approaches ta the bridge. 
•These tills are to be" rhade by the 
State Highway Commission and do 
not enter into the cost t>f the 
bridge, which Ja to be $60,000.

A warning is issued by "W. S. 


Wilkerson, Jn of the Seed Inspect^ 
ion Service of the California De- 
partment of Agriculture to those 
who are purchasing or contemplat- 
ing the purchase of Mehlotus indica 
for cover crop purposes. 


A large quantity of Melilotua in- 


dies, is being marketed In California 
and Arizona. This seed has bean 
found by test to contain 
an ex- 


cessive amount of Johnson grass 
seed. 
The seed of the Johnson 


grass has been hulled, thus making 
it very difficult to distinguish from 
Melilotus. Purchasers are advioprt 
to submit sample to the Seed lab- 
oratory, Department of Agrlcul- 
ture, for examination before the 
' seed ig purchased and planted. 


California certainly ow«s a debt 


of gratitude to Australia, Tasma- 
nia and New Zealand for the intro- 
duction and state-wide establish- 
ment on our soil of those two mag- 
nificent groups or families of trees 
and schrubs, the acacias and euca- 
lypts. Though 
each consists of 
many varieties, nearly ail have been 
exploited only to find conditions" to 
their liking in our soils and cli- 
mate. 
Of this vast number of 


different kinds many have assumed 
a commercial rank, either as fea- 
tures In the literature of commer- 
cial plantsmen or £or their eco- 
nomic properties in" the arts and 
manufactures. In addition to this, 
many of them possess a value as 
ornamental features ia public and 
private grounds and as street and 
avenue trees throughout the state. 
It iis almost safe to assert that 
there are more acacia and euca- 
lyptus trees growing in California 
than there are of all other exotics 
combined and that there is scarcely 
a city or suburban home, farm or, 
country estate that does not enjoy 
the beauty and shade of some one 
variety. That of itslf voices their 
popularity and wide geographical 
distribution. 
In previous articles the use of 


the conifers has been briefly re- 
ferred to, which by reason of 
diveisity in our home ground tree 
planting naturally suggests those 
with broad leaves, of which there 
are indeed many species and kinds. 
In taking up the somewhat exten-' 
sive acacias and eucalypts it will 
only be possible to speak of a few 
of the more desirable sorts in each 
group. The acacias are not only 


low Jn color, borne in clustered 
racemes, and very fragrant; the 
foliage in form is feathery, varying 
from a vivid green to a silvery 
tinge. In its native habit it attains 
a height of 150 feet, hence under 
even ordinary conditions it will de- 
velop into a tree of some dimen- 
sions, a fact which calls for con- 
sideration in its use for garden 
put-poses. 


Another variety that possesses 


sterling qualities is acacia bailey- 
ana-, which Is a rather 
rapid 


grower, %vith finely divided feath- 
ery 
leaves 
intensely 
glaucous 


throughout the entire year. Like 
the preceding, the flowers are 
borne in racemes in great profu- 
stoij. and are of a. deep yellow or 
orange in color. A' really magnifi- 
cent feature when placed in a 
proper environment.- ' 


The blackwood tree {acacia tnel- 


anolyon) adapts itself "admirably 
to sidewalk and roadside planting 
as well as in groups or as a single 
specimen. 
In. its native habitat it 
attains a height of 80 feet, and its 
wood possesses -considerable value 
in the manufacture of furniture 
and other purposes; the bark yields 
an analysis of about 20 per cent 
tannin. In habit of growth it is 
erect and Piramida!, foiming a 
well-shaped and rather globular 
head; flowers are light yellow; 
leaves large and oblong.

ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 21.—(By 


the Associated 
Press,)—Women, 


carrying shotguns over their shoul- 
der?, were conspicuous among the 
10,000 
Christian refugees 
who 


trudged the main street here to- 
day on their weary way to the 
frontier across the Maritza river. 
These arined women had joined 
their men folk in repelling an at- 
tack upon them by Turkish irre- 
gulars in the bleak hills west of 
Adrianople. The line of trudging 
refugees extended in an unbroken 
mass several miles along the route 
of flight, when the Turkish ir- 
regulars who had landed at Media 
on the Black Sea bore down upon 
them. 


The fight lasted an hour and two' 


refugees were killed. 


Most of the disconsolate exiles 


who poured through the streets of 
Ad rianoplo-'today came from Mal- 
gara Keshan and neighboring vil- 
lages to the south.

Stairs?" Mrs. McCutcheon quoting 
an Indian guide refers to this lake 
as the ''water of death." Like a. 
placid, gleaming turquoise, the lake, 
which is sixty miles round and 
three mites in width, captivates the 
eye of the traveler, weary frgm a 
long encounter with the arid, burn- 
in^ landscape of the Cordilleros. 
But in its tranquil bosom lies a 
fatal potion, the poison draught of 
arsenic.

It seemed that way to David 


Schmidt when he arrived here in 


Alaska. 


Some Berkeley students came 


from a^greater distance than Date, 
but none had a. more thrilling jour- 
ney — no, not even the lad who beat 
his way from the east on freight 
cars, nqr the two girl pilgrims 
who 
"bummed" their 
way in 
knickers. He hiked for 150 miles, 
75 miles through absolute wilder- 
ness, over a nanow, winding trail 
which he and the trapper, who was 
his 
foster-father, 
had 
blazed 


themselves. 
There followed an- 
other 75 miles of hiking, this time 
on the wade, government trail that 
the traders use. 


Finally he boarded the south' 


bound boat where, for the first 
time, he was fed American dishes 
— "food mixtures," he called them. 
He got to Berkeley a. few days be- 
fore college began, registered for 
his courses,, and lost no time in se- 
curing five part-time jobs 
He is 


now earning his board and a hand- 
some surplus, doing splendidly in 
his studies, and entering into the 
life of the college young people 


Dave doesn't know who he is. 
He doesn't know where he came 
from. Where he lived until he was 
a year old is a mystery that he will 
probably neier solve. For Dave, as 
a year old infant, was the only sur- 
vivor of a group of five souls lost 
In a blizzard on a treacherous pass 
to the Klondike. It was during the 
gold rush when counting adven- 
tnrprs risked everything for 
a 
chance at the precious claims that 
could make millionaires of them 
over night. 
Dave's parents, late in the sum- 
mer, bundled up their child and 
-started with a little group of pros- 
pectors over an unfrequented pa?s 
•which promised a shorter journey. 
The trip was a hard one, but pre- 
sumably safe at that time of year. 
But one day, however, quite sud- 
denly the balmy air took on an om- 
inous chill. The courageous little 
party shivered beneath their light 
khaki clothing, and watched the 
gathering clouds appi ehensively. 
They knew what that meant, that 
in Alaska in the 
summer 
time, 


swift terrible blizzards can blow 
down from the North, leaving death 
in their wake. 
Then the snow began to fall. The 


Wind blew in great blasts. 
It became evident that all of 
them could not survive. There was 
not enough covering to protect 
them all from the piercing coio1 of 
the snow storm. So, with the for- 
getfulness of self that the brave 
and strong display in time of great 
peril, these hardy gold-seekers took 
what few wraps and blankets they 
had among them, and made a safe, 
cozy nest for the baby. They must 


have perished soon after, for no 
unprotected human being can hold 
out long against that bitter Alas- 
kan cold.

pushed on a few rods farther to 
the warm hut of a lonel? trapper, 
the story would have been different. 
If the trapper had been far afield 
on his rounds, as was often the 
case, there would have been no 
story That one little spark of life, 
left "in the wilderness from the tra- 
' gedy that had no witness, owed its 
survival to »• mere caprice 
of 
chance. The trapper came upon the 
snow-covered bodies quite by acci- 
dent. 
To hte experienced eye something

•seemed queer. Why had the group 
died with no apparent struggle? 
There was a bundle of wraps which 
they could have protected them- 
selves for a time, in the vain hope 
that help would finally come. The 
trapper investigated the bundle— 
and found the baby, Davo, waken- 
ing •warm and rosy from his win- 
ter's nap. It was indeed a unique 
situation for an established bach- 
elor, 150 miles from civilization. 


Wondering at the strange gift 
that destiny had handed him, and 
groping for some explanation of 
this mystery of the north, the trap- 
per searched for some cue that 
would at least estatlish the identity 
of the little helpless' creature be- 
fore him. There was a letter on 
the body of one of the men—the 
man ttu.t appeared to be the child'? 
father. "Dear David," it began, but 
it gave no other clue. That' short 
letter, which told so little, is ail 
that Dave will ever know of his 
real father whose first name he 
bears. He took the surname of the 
trapper who has been hia father, 
mother, teacher and guide for all 
his years. 


Out there in the bleakness of Ihe 
blizzard, there was only one thing 
to be done and the trapper did It. 
He shouldered the lusty one-year- 
old and took it home to his cabin. 
The practical difficulties of bring- 
ing up a child and carrying on his 
work in the wilderness didn's seem 
to daunt him. There was never any 
milk in Dave's menu. But he throve 
on bear-meat broth, and cut his 
t&»th on hard-tack. 


The trapper's daily trip was no 
longer the lonely affair that it had 
been. He lashed the boy on .the 
sled that he took with" him on his 
rcunut., and Jrew him. sniaothly 
ov«r the ice-covered ground. Dave 
remembers as a youngster of three 
or four being bundled onto the 
sled, almost buried in thick furs, 
and takpn for his dailv airing which 
often extended to several day trips.

There were times, of course, when 
the trapper had to be gone many^ 
days—when he went down the trail 
to dispose of his pelts and bring ' 
back a supply-of provisions. Then" 
he would leave. Dave with soma 
dependable old Indian aquaw. 
If you talk wltn Dave/he wiH tell 


you how he managed in his far-off; 5 
cabin to learn enough to come to 
college. It is no simple thing to get 
books when you have to travel 159 
miles by dog-sled to call for your 
mail. They don't have 
electrio 
lights in the Alaskan wilderness. 
Dave didn't even have a lamp 
to read by; the kerosene 
would 
have had to be hauled too far. Ha 
did his studying by fire-light. After 
long days of work, trapping and 
preparing pelts to be marketed. 
Dave would settle down for a great 
period of study and thinking and 
writing. Arctic nigrhts are months 
long, and Dave made good use of: 
them. He poured over the little li- 
brary that the two men had gradu- 
ally collected, book by book, maga- 
zine by mazazme: Great figures of 
history seemed to take on a new 
life of their own in the warm light 
of the fire. Modern leaders becam» 
real to the lad. 
With the older man close by and 


ready to help him over the sticking 
places, Dave puzzled out thick vol- 
umes of mathematics and langu- 
ages and economics. With the great 
minds of many ages to inspire him, 
Dave forgot his isolation. He mada 
ready for the time that he should 
shoulder his burden and go out to 
'«„ :... ™*"-«Hi»i«r fo»-pf> in the trou- 
bled world. 
last summer, boy and foster-fa-* 
ther agreed that the time had coma 
for Dave to make his first journey, 
into the world. The break was hard. 
It was hard for Dave, who had hia 
way to make alone in a world that 
didn't know of his existence. It waa 
harder for the father who was to 
remain in the little cabin alone-~- 
alone with nothing but the memory 
of the chubby youngster that he 
used to - draw over the 
dazzling 


white crust of the-winter moun- 
tains in a sled of his own making; 
of the eager child who learned his 
ABC's and his multiplication tables 
on long hikes together; of the tall _ 
youth whose quic-k intelligence and ~ 
responsive mind made his a fine 
helper and comrade as any man 
could wish for. 


Of course there would be letters 
' from Dave: but there would ba 


such a long time to wait, when ha 
got mail only fou,r times a year.

F all that has been written 
about mountaineering, it is 
doubtful i£ anything better 


expresses its soirit than the "Sierra 
Club Hikers' Song, the last verse 
of which ends:

us to rise." 


The' Sierra Club is one of the 


•world's most famous mountaineer- 
Ing' .organizations, and this year It 
celebrates its anniversary c^ thirty 
years- of climbing'. 


It was in 1802 that John Muir 


and his associates organized tne 
first society of the Pacific region 
•which was christened "with 
the 


. name Sierra Club. 
The Sierra-Club, with 2500 mem- 


hers,, is the largest of. Pacific Coast 
societies of this class and next to 
the largest in the .-United States. 
Along'the coast there are two other 
similar- organizations; the Moun- 
taineers of Seattle, Taeoma ancf 
other Washington cities; and the 
Mazamas of Portland. The latter 
Is especially worthy of note be- 
cause it was organized on the sum- 
mit of Mt Hood,. Oregon's great 
g'acial peak, two years alter the 
Sierra Club was organized. ' Ma- 
Kama means mountain goat ana 
the membership qualification 
01 
that club for twenty-eight years 
has remained, the same, to-wit: the 
ascent of a glacial and snow-clad 
summit. 
Every Sunday, thousands of hik- 
ers of various cities go out ^rom

Mrs Payne it was who first rec- 


ognized real genius in the badly 
spelled and sometimes incorrectly 
1 phrased stories which found their 
, "way into the San Francisco office 
•of the old "Overland Monthly," in 
•thosa days the real literary maga- 
zine of the west and on which Mrs. 


* Payne was co-editor and an, impor- 
tant contributor. Mrs Payne it was 
[who inspired the young writer to 
Confidence, who loaned him books 
^to help him on his educational way 
,and who took him into her horns 
jto guide with loving hands a genius 
iwho was to set the world aflame 
in but a lew years time. 


It was also Mrs. Payne who 


gave to Jack London the love mate 


( of his last years—for it was her 


(niece, Charmian Kittreflge, who 
sjiare'd his travels and his fame 
during the eventful years immedi- 
ately preceding his untimely death.

"W hen Jack London, a struggling 


, youthful author sa'ddled with the 


i responsibility of suppoiting a wid- 
owed mother, sent his stories to the 
old "Overland Monthly" little did 
'he dream that he would find love 
, awaiting him as well as a mudh.- 
needed pay check. 


Mrs P«yne laughingly recalls her 


first glimpse- of the young writer. 


Several stories had been sent to 


"Ove'rland" an'd accepted from an 
unknown 
"Jack 
London." The 


strength, the vision and the pic- 
turesque realism of the tales took 
awa<- the breaths of the editors, 
then Koscoc L. Eames and Edward 
B. Pajne. 


All of the stories had 
been 


mailed in. The writer was pictured 
by the staff of the magazine is a 


j middle-aged man and the name 
'. "Jack London" was readily 
ac- 


cepted as a fanciful nom de plume. 


Imagine the surprise of all con- 


cerned when one day a youthful, 


, badly dressed person calle'd at the 
offices of the magazine. 


"I'm Jack London,'' he announ- 


. ced, "ai " I've come to see if I 
j could get the money for the stories 
you have accepted from me. I dis- 
tlike to ask for funds, but we need 
[the money pretty ba'dly at home 
', and if you could let me have some 
jt would make matters easier tor 
•us." 


Tha simple honesty of the youth 


and his earnest sincerity touched 
the hearts of the men he addressed. 
Eames, managing editor, reached 


down into his own pocket. 
"We never pay until stories are 


published but we are happy to 
make an, exception in this case," 
•was his answer. And into the happy 
Jack's han'ds went the wherewithal 
for food and shelter for the Lon- 
dons until a busy pen could fur- 
ther bolster up the family finances. 


But before the young writer left 


the magazine offlice he was dis- 
patched to the home of the woman 
who from then oi.ward was to be 
rhis guiding star—a real friend and 
conftcnnte — his 
own

Mine" 


•'My first impression of Jack Lon- 


don ? Why, he was almost the rag- 
ged est, shabbiest person I 
ever 
saw," laashs Mrs. Payne. 


"Jaclc Lo-Jdor. when I f"-"f =•"*>• 
h'm was just 23 jears old. When 
he came to my house he wore 
clothe- that looked like they were 
the only ones he had ever owned. 
Hte trmssers bagged at the knees 
and*were frayed at the bottom, his 
coat hung from his gaunt shonl-' 
tiers, his shoes plainly showed that 
they were worn through.

saw him. I had read his stories and 
I told him that it would be wise 
for him to do some more studying 
81 •—to smooth out the rough spots 


in his writing He eagerly scanned 
the book shelves in my home. 
" 'Is there—have you a book I 


could borrow?' he stammered. 
"I gave him Boyd's rhetoric—a 


copy ba'dly thumbed by much hard 
usage. And he gratefully jammed it 
into the sagging pocket of his worn 
coat"As he stood in the doorway of 
my home saying1 good-bye, his 
cheap cap in hand and my worn 
book of rhetoric in his pocket, my 
niece Charmian, who made her 
home with me, came up the stairs. 


"I introduced them. Charmian, 


the conventional, met Jack, the 
unconvential, 
under 
con'-dltions 


which embarassed both not a little. 
Warm color suffused Jack's face 
as he stood there, a shabby, "Un- 
couth figure, ill at ease in the pre- 
sence of a trim, cultured young 
woman from whom he felt he was 
miles apart. He barely acknow- 
ledged the introduction and ran 
hastily down the stairs." 


Unlike fiction romances the love 


story of these -two who afterwards 
became man and wife <Ji'd not take 
up the thread from the doorstep 
meeting. 
There were to be many 


intervening e\cnts before Fate led 
them- together again 
To continue the story of the 


eventful first meeting between Mrs. 
Payne and the youthful, impetuous 
Jack the former says: 
"Jack had come back from the 


Klondike—a place full of wonder 
and interest for the outside world. 
He confessed that he nee'ded money 
badly, that hi- writings had to bo 
made to pay adequately 
or 
he 


could not continue without letting 
his mother starve. 
" 'Have you any Alaskan clothes 


•— the kind they wear in the Klon- 
dike?' I asked him. 
" 'Tes,' he responded eagerly.. 


•Why?' 
" 'Bring them around tomorrow, 
I instructed. 'With all the worl'd 
eager for news of the Klondike, 
here is your opportunity to write 
something that everyone will read.' 


"The next day we went to a 
photographer's and pictures waffe 
taken of Jack to illustrate de- 
scriptive articles of the^ romantic 
land in the frozen north. I -think 
at this time, *oo, was taken the 
only picture that I can ever re- 
member whrrc Jock Txmflon ware 
a stiff, white collar. Even in thctie 
days when soft shirts were seldom 
worn Jn poiito society, Jack re- 


fused to bow to the conventions. 
Tliia wis the one and only tireie he 
ever wore a stiff collar.to my know- 
ledge." 
_ The first story Jack London had 
accepte'd, according to Mrs. P-ayne'a 
memoirs, was "The Man on the 
Trail," published in the January is- 
sue of the "Overland Monthly" in 
1S99.

"There was not a dissenting 


voice on the staff when the manag- 
ing editor decJaredsthe story to be 
in the front rank of vivid and 
picturesque realism," repalls Mrs. 
Payne. Came next into the hands 
of the same editors "The White 
Silence," regarded by Mrs. Payne 
as one of the best of the eight Arc- 
tic tales classed un'der the general 
title "The Son of the Wolf" 
and 


published in consecutive issues of 
the "Overland." 


With shining- eyes and a note of 


pride in her voice Mrs. Payne 
says: 
"We 
of 
the 
old 
"Overland 


Monthly" can justly claim, the 
honor of introducing Jack Lon- 
d"- to the rea'ding public. It was 
not long after we 'discovered' him 
that his stories began to appear in 
publications throughout the coun- 
try and he was "made,' his fame to 
endure for all time." 
Recalling some of the early, in- 


timate -habits of a life afterwards 
known the world over! Mrs. Payne 
tells of a typically Londonesquo 
hnbit of collecting and 
"filing" 


data. 
In those days, she 'declares, Jack 


London was assuredly the "genius 
of hard work." "He devoted his 
time to his labors with careVand, 
precision, coining his time with 
miserly 
stint ,and 
observing a 


method of collecting- and classify- 
ing data that was as assuming as it 
was"" effective," 
describes 
Mrs. 


Payne 
"Across an angle of his 


stu'dy he stretched out what he 
called a< 'clothes line,' a wire on 
which was strung batches of ex- 
cerpts and notes fastened on by 
clothespins. 
A hastily scribbled 


thought and an extract bearing on 
the same theme were duly clamped 
in their proper place. From the 
'clothes line' usually dangled 
a 


dozen or •more of these bunchefi 
tatters of literature." 


He was a slave -to hard w ork— 
the Jack Lon'don of his early, as- 
piring1 days as Mrs. Payne so vivld- 
iy "PTnom'bTS him. Praised as to 
" his genius he would retort: 
"Genius—there Is no such thing. 


What is called such is simply 
another name for hard work;' work 
along natural law—law with no 
crack or break in the chahv luat 
connects the Alpha and Omega of 
things." 


It Was She Who First In- 


troduced Jack to His Be- 
'loved Valley of the 
Moon and Future Home 


Bntil the time of his death, when 


a claim by marriage further linked 
her to the famous author, Mrs. 
Payna was ever the confidante and 
adviser of the impetuous Jack. 


Imagine her surprise ofi« morn- 


Inff when ont of a. clear sky cama 
a letter to her announcing that her 
young protegs was about to become 
a benedict. 


"I'm going to be married." ha i, 


wrote. "I didn't know it 
rny&sfit 


when I got up _this morning but 
since then I have 'decided that I 
iippd a wife." 
• 


In his letter he disclosed his, 


fiancee to his "Mother Mine" aa 
Bessie Maddern, a youns Oakland' 
teacher who had helped Jack in 
his work and who had "typed" 
many of his manuscripts for him. 
Four 'days later Mr. and Mrs. Jaclc 
London, mounted on bicycles, mida 
their appearance in the now world- 
renowned "Valley of the Moon," to 
which tbev were first introduced 
by Mrs. Payne and which delighted 
the youn" writer to such an ex- 
tent that he afterwards a"dopted it" 
as his very own and 
sanff 
its 
praises far and wide. 
Mrs. Payne's home wap then in 


the midst of a widely wo'oded area 
and there, surrounded by friends, 
she spent the summers of every; 
year, Jt was there besifles the rush- 
ing waters -of the Wild water that 
Jack London wrote his "Sea Wolf" 
on a rustic table constructed for 
him by Mr. Payne under spreading 
alders. Around a camp fire one 
summer night he read to the little 
coterie of that vacation colony from 
the proof sheets of "The Call of 
the Wild." 


One 
part 
of "Wake 
Robin 
Lodge," as Mrs. Payne picturesque- 
ly called her home, was sacred aa 
"Jack's" and later "Jack's House" 
came into existence when London 
could afford the luxury of a Man- 
churian servant to care for his 
needs. As soon as his finances per- 
mitted Jack London bought hun- 
dreds of acres surroun'dmg- "Waka 
Kouiu Lodge' on all siilefa anJ licrc 
his beautiful country estate, tha 
inspiration for all of his later writ- 
ings and now cherished by hti 
wife, was established. 


Jack London hated "hero wor- 
ship," says his "Mother 
Mine." 


Every mail, after his success be- 
came 
pronounce'd, brought 
him 
letters from romantic girls. He 
rarely did more than open them, 
sometimes not even that. "Burn, 
them up; I don't want to be bother- 
ed with such fools," was always his 
petulant comment aa recalled by 
Mrsr. Payne. 


And there's another thing about 


which Mrs. Payne now laughs and 
which 
might 
interest 
aspirin? 
young authors, and that is the 
price Jack London received from, 
the "Overland" editors for his first 
stories. A cent a word? Guess again. 
Here's fhe answer. From five to 
eight dollars a story. The first

sold

which looked so big to the strug- 
gling *riter that ho danced with 
glee.n^n he received jfc And then 
brouglX down to earth by life's 
hard tr::ve!!:ns he went ont a-nd 
bought ijuich-nee'ded food tat him- 
self an* mother. 
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AHTIE CRAIG was a very

She bioke off 


absolutely and forever with 


the only man she could ever love 
or ever possibly think of marrying 
—these words are her own—be- 
cause he attempted to dictate to 
her. 


Lowell Edwards had no business

For the sake of convenience, we 


ought to go back a few centuries 
and repeat the early history of the 
great strngglej'or colonial posses- 
sions. 


As soon as a number of Euro- 


pean nations had been created upon 
the new basis of national or dynas- 
tic interests, that is to say, during 
and immediately after the Thirty 
Years War, their rulers, backed up 
by the capital of their merchants 
and the ships of their trading com- 
panies, continued the fight for more 
territory in Asia, Africa and Amer- 
ica. 


The Spaniards and the Portuguese had been exploring the Indian 


Sea and the Pacific Ocean for more than a century ere Holland and 
England appeared upon the stage. This proved an advantage to the 
latter. The first rough work Jiad aireauy ween UL.^ TTLai :~ ~~™, 
the earliest navigators had so often made themselves unpopular with 
the Asiatic and American and African natives that both the English 
-and the Dutch were welcomed as friends and deliverers. We cannot, 
claim any superior virtues for either of these two races. But they 
were merchants before everything else. They never allowed religious 
considerations to interfere with their practical common sense. Dur- 
ing their first relations with weaker races, all European nations hare 
behaved with shocking brutality. The English and the Dutch, how- 
ever, knew better where to draw the line. Provided they got their 
spices and their gold and siher and their taxes, they were willing to let 
the native live as it best pleased him. 


It ^sas uot very difficult for them therefore to establish them- 


selves in the richest parts of the world. But as soon as this had been 
accomplished, they began to fight each other for still further posses- 
sions. Strangely enough, the colonial wars were never settled in the 
colonies themselves. They were decided three thousand miles away 
by the navies of the contending countries. It is one of the most ioter- 
estiag principles of ancient and modern warfare (one of the few 
reliable laws of history) that "the nation which commands the sea 
is also the nation -nhich commands the land." So far this law has 
never failed tp work, but the modern airplane may have changed it. 
la the eighteenth century, however, there were no flying machines and 
it was the British navy which gained for England her vast American 
and Ind'"in nnd African colonies. 


The series of'naval wais between England and Holland in the 


seventeenth century does not interest us here. It ended as all sucbi 
encounters between hopelessly ill matched powers will end. But the 
warfare between England and France (her other rival) is of greater 
importance to us, for while the superior British fleet in the end 
defeated the French navy, a great deal of the preliminary fighting 
was-done on our own American continent In this vast country, both, 
France and England claimed everything which had been discovered 
and a lot more which the eye of no white man had ever seen. 
In 


1407 Cabot had landed in the northern part of America and twenty* 
seven years later, Giovanni ^errazano had visited these coasts, Cabot 
had flown the English flag. Verrazano had sailed under the French" 
flag. Hence both England and France proclaimed themselves the 
owners of the entire continent 


During the seventeenth century, some ten small English colonies 


had been founded between Maine and the Carolinas. 
They were 


usually a haven of refuge ft>r some particular sect of English dis- 
senters, suth as the Puritans, who in the year 1620 went to New 
England, or the Quakers, who settled in Pennsylvania in 16S1. 
They, 


•were small frontier communities, nestling close to the shoies of the 
ocean, where people had gathered to make a new home and begin life 
among- happier surroundings, far away from royal supervision and 
interference. 


The French colonies, on the other hand, always remained a pos- 


session, of the crown. No Huguenots or Protestants were allowed in 
these colonies for fear that they might contaminate the Indians wittt 
their dangerous Protestant doctrines and would perhaps interfere 
with the missionary work of the Jesuit fathers. The English colonies, 
therefore, had been founded upon a much healthier basis than their 
French neighbors and rivals. They were an expression of the com- 
mercial energy of the English middle classes, while the French settle*

meuts were inhabited by people who had crossed the ocean as servants 
of the king and who ^pected to return to Paris at the first possible 
cLaace. 


m Politically, however, the position of the English colonies was far 


froiu satisfactory. The French had disco\ered the mouth of the Saint 
Lawrence in the sixteenth century. From the region of the Great 
Lakes they had worked their way southward, had descended the Mis- 
sissippi and had built several fortifications a!ong the Gulf of Mexico. 
After a century of exploration, a line of sixty French forts cut off the 
English settlements along the Atlantic seaboard from the interior. 


The English land grants, made to the different colonial companies 


had given them "all land from sea to sea." This sounded well on paper, 
but in practice, British territory ended where the line of French fortifi- 
cations began. To break through this barrier was possible but it took 
both men and money and caused a series of horrible border wars ia 
which both sides murdered their white neighbors, with the help of the 
Indian tribes. 


As long as the Stuarts had ruled England there had been no danger 


or WAI- svith Fiaiice. The Stuart*, needed the Bourbons in their attempt 
to establish an autocratic form of government and to break the power 
of Parliament. 
But in 1689 the last of the Stuarts haft disappeared 


from British soil and DutcTi William, the great enemy of Louis 
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succeeded bin.. From that time on. until the Treaty of Paris of 1763, 
France and England fought for the possession of India and Korth 
America. 


During these wars3 as I have said before, the English naviesMnvavi- 


ably beat the French. Cut off from her colonies, France lost most of 
her possessions, and when peace was declared, the entire North Amer- 
ican continent had fallen into British hands and the great work of 
exploration of Cartier, Champlain, La SaUe, Marquette and a score of 
others was lost to France. 


Only a very small part of this \ast domain \vas inhabited. From 


Massachusetts in the north, where the Pilgrims (a sect of Puritans who 
were very intolerant and who therefore had found no happiness either 
in Anglican England or Calvinist Holland) had landed in the year 
3020, to tV<? (Tfti'olinn 
1? and Virginia (the tobacco-raising, provinces 


which bad been founded entirely for the sake of profit), stretched -a 
Thin line of sparsely populated territory. But the men who lived in 
this uew land of fresh air and high skies were very different from their 
brethren of the-mother country. In the wilderness they had learned 
independence and self-reliance. 
They were the sous of hardy and 


energetic ancestors. Lazy and timorous people did not cross the ocean 
in those days. The American colonists hated the restraint and the 
lack of breathing space which had made their lives in the old country' 
RU i-ery unhappy. They meant to be their own masters. This the ruling 
classes of England did not seem to understand. The government an- 
noyed the colonists and the colonists, who bated to be bothered in this 
.n ay, began to annoy the British government 


Bad feeling caused more bad feeling. It is not necessary to repeat 


here in detail what actually happened and what might have been 
avoided if the British king had been more intelligent than George III 
or less given to drowsiness and indifference than his minister, Lord 
Korth. The British colonists, when they understood that peaceful 
- 


arguments would not settle the difficulties, took to arms. From being 
loyal subjects, they turned rebels, who exposed themselves to the pun-"

5shmcut of death when they were captured by the German soldiers, 
Whom George hired to do his fighting after the pleasant custom of that 
'day, when Teutonic princes sold whole regiments to the highest bidder. 


The war between England and her American colonies lasted seven 


years. During most of that time, the final success of the rebels seemed 
very doubtful. A great number of the people, especially in the cities, 
had remained loyal to their king. They were in favor of a compromise, 
and would have been willing to sue for peace. But the great figure of 
^Washington stood guard over the cause of the colonists. 


Ably assisted by a handful of brave men, he used his steadfast but 


badly equipped armies to weaken the forces of the king. Time and 
again when defeat seemed unavoidable, his strategy turned the tide of 
battle. Often his men were ill-fed. During the winter they lacked 
fehoes and coats and were forced to live in unhealthy dug-outs. But 
their trust in their great leader wag absolute and they stuck it out 
Tintil the final hour of victory. 


But more interesting than the campaigns of Washington or the 


'diplomatic triumps of Benjamin Franklin who was in Europe getting 
money from the French government and the Amsterdam bankers, was 
Jin event which occurred early in the resolution. The representatives 
of the different colonies had gathered in Philadelphia to discuss mat- 
ters of common iinporiiiuce. It ««& (.lie first year of the Devolution. 
Most of the big to-n us of the sea coast were still in the hands ~of the 
British. Reinforcements from England were arriving by the ship load. 
Only men who were deeply convinced of the righteousness of their, 
cause would have found courage to take the momentous decision of the 
months of June and July of the year 1770. 


In June, Richard Henry Lee of Virginia proposed a motion to the 


Continental Congress that "these united colonies are, and of right 
ought to be, free and independent states, that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the Brilish crown, nnd that nil political connection

between them ,and the state of Great Britain is and ought to be totally 
dissolved.3' 


The motion was seconded by John Adanis of Massachusetts. It was 


carried on July the second and on July fourth, it was followed by an 


Jefferson,- a serious and exceedingly capable student of both politics 
-and government and destin'ed to be one of the most famous of our 
"American presidents. 


When news of this event reached Europe, and was followed by the 


final victory of the colonists and the adoption of the famous Constitu- 
tion of the year 1787 (the first of all written constitutions) it caused 
great interest. Th« dynastic system of the highly centralized states

which had been developed after the gi-e.it religious wars of the seven- 
teenth century had reached "the height of its power. Everywhere the 
palace of the king had grown' to enormous proportions, while the 
cities of the royal realm were being surrounded-by rapidly growing 
acres of slums. The inhabitants of'those slums were showing signs 
of restlessness. They were quite helpless. But the higher classes, the 
nobles acd the professional men, they too were beginning to to have 
certain doubts about the. economic and political conditions "under 
which they lived. The success of the American colonists showed them 
that many things were possible which had been held impossible only 
a short time before. 


According to the poet, the shot which opened the battle of Lexing- 


ton was "heard around the world." That was a bit of an exaggeration. 
The Chinese and the Japanese and the Russians (not to speak of the 
Australians, who had just been rediscovered by Captain Cook,"whom 
they killed for his trouble,) never heard of it at all. But it carried 
across the Atlantic Ocean. It landed in the powder house of European 
discontent aud in France it caused an explosion which rocked the 
entire continent from Petrograd to Madrid and buried the repre- 
sentatives of the old statecraft and the old diplomacy under several 
tons of democratic bricks.

THE FRENCH REVOLUTION 


THE GREAT FRENCH REVOLUTION PROCLAIMS THE PRIN- 


CIPLES OP LIBERTY, FRATERNITY AND EQUALITY UNTO 
ALL THE PEOPLE OF THE EARTH 


BEFORE we talk about a revolution it is just as well that we explain 


just what this word means. In the terms of a gieat Russian writer 
(and Russians ought to know what they are talking about in this 
field) a revolution is "a swift overthrow, in a few years, of institutions 
which have taken centuries to root in the soil;* and seem so fixed and 
immovable that even the most ardent reformers hardly dare to attack 
them in their writings. It is the fall, the crumbling awaj in a brief 
period, of all that up to that time has composed the essence of social, 
religious, political and economic life in a nation." 


Such a revolution took place in France in the eighteenth century 


\\hea the old civilization of the country had grown stale. The king 
in the days of Louis XIV had becjome .EVERYTHING and was the 
state. The Nobility, formerly the civil servant of the federal state, 
found itself without any duties and became a social ornament of the 
royal court. 


This French state of the eighteenth century, however, cost incredi- 


ble sums of money. This money had to be produced in the form of 
taxes. Unfortunately the kings of France had not been strong enough 
to force the nobility and the clergy to pay their share of these taxes. 
Hence the taxes were paid entirely by the agricultural population. 
But the peasants living in dreary hovels, no longer in intimate contact 
with their former landlord,", but victims of cruel and incompetent land 
agents, were going from bad to worse. Why should they work and 
exert themselves? Increased returns upon their land merely meant 
more taxes and nothing for themselves and therefore they neglected 
their fields as much as they dared. 


Hence we have a king who wanders in empty splendor through 


-the vast halls,of his palaces, habitually followed by hungry office 
seekers, all of whom live upon the revenue obtained from peasants 
who are no better than the beasts of the fields. It is not a pleasant 
picture^ but it is not exaggerated. There was, however, another side 
to the so-called "Ancien Regime" which we must keep in mind. 


A wealthy middle class, closely connected with the nobility (by the 


usual process of the rich banker's daughter marrying the poor baron's 
sou) and a court composed of all the most entertaining people of 
France, had brought the polite art of graceful living to its highest 
development. As the best brains of the country were not allowed to 
occupy themselves with questions of political economics, they spent 
ilicfr 'c11" fc««™» Tinon thp discussion of abstract ideas. 


As fashions in modes of thought and personal behavior are quite 


as likely to run to extremes as fashion in dress, it was natural that - 
the most artificial society of that day should take a tremendous, interest , 
in what they considered ''the simple life.1' The king and the queen, 
ihe absolute and unquestioned proprietors of" this country called 
France, together with all its colonies and dependencies, went to live 
in funny little country houses alhdressed up as milk-maids and stable- 
boys and played at being shepherds in a happy vale of ancient Hellas. 
Around them, their courtiers danced attendance, their court-musicians 
composed lovely minuets, their court barbers devised more and more 
elaborate and costly headgear, until from sheer boredom and lack of 
real jobs, this whole artificial world of Versailles (the great show 
place which Louis XTV had built far a\vay from his noisy and restless 
city) talked of nothing but those subjects which were furthest removed 
from their own lives,"ju^l as a man who is starving will talk of nothing 
except foovl. 


When Voltaire, the courageous old philosopher, playwright, his- 


torian and novelist, and the great enemy of all religious and political 
tyranny, began to throw his bombs of criticism at everything con- 
nected with the Established Order of Things, the whole French world 
applauded him and his theatrical pieces played to standing room only. 
When Jean Jacques Rousseau waxed sentimental about primitive man - 
and gave his contemporaries delightful descriptions of the happiness 
of the original inhabitants of this planet, (about whom he knew as 
little as he did about the childien, upon whose education he was the 
recognized authority,) all France read his "Social Contract" and this 
society in which the king and the state \\ere one, wept bitter teais 
when they heard Rousseau's appeal for a return to the blessed days 
when the real sovereignty had lain in the hands of the people and 
^hen the king had been merely the seivant of his people. 


When Montesquieu published 1m "Persian Letters" in which'two 


distinguished Persian travelers turn the wholex existing society of 
France topsy turvy and poke fun "at everything from the king down to 
the lowest of bis six hundred pastry cooks, the book immediately went 
through four editions and assured the writer thousands of readers, for 
bis famous discussion of-the ''Spirit of,the Laws" in which the noble 
Baron compared the excellent English svsteni with the backward 
system of France and advocated instead of an absolute monarchy the 
establishment of a state in which the Executive, the Legislative and 
the Judicial powers should be in separate hands and should work 
independently of "ach oilier. WJ<MI L^breton. the Parisian bookseller, 
announced that Messieurs Diderot, d'Alembert, Turgot and a score ot 
other distinguished writers T^ere going to publish an Encyclopaedia 
which was to contain "all the new ideas and the new science and the 
new knowledge," the respon;^ from the side of the public WAS most 
satisfactory, and when after twenty-two years the last of the twenty- 
eight \oJufoies had been finished, -the somewhat belated interference

of the police could not repress the enthusiasm with \vhich French 
society received this most important but very dangerous contribution 
fn +kn rHsifmeetnns nf thf (\Slv. 


Here, let me give you a little warning. When you read a novel 


about the French revolution or see a play or" a movie, you will easily 
get the impression that the Revolution was the work of the rabble from 
the Paris slums.f It was nothing of the kind. The mob appears often 
upon the revolutionary stage, but - 
invariably at the "instigation ,and 
under the leadership of those mid- 
dle-class professional men who 
used the hungry multitude as an 
efficient ally in their warfare upon 
the king and his court. But the 
fundamental ideas which caused 
the revolution were invented byli - 
few brilliant minds, and they were 
at first introduced into the charm- 
ing drawing-rooms of Ihe "Ancien 
Regime" to provide amiable di- 
version for .the much-bored ladies 
and gentlemen of his Majesty's 
court. These pleasant but careless 
people played with the dangerous" 
fireworks of social criticism until 
the sparks fell through the cracks 
of the floor, which was old and rotten just like the rest of the building. 
Those sparLs unfoi tunately landed in the bavmpnt where aireold 
rubbish lay in great confusion. 
Then there was a cry of fire. But 


tbe owner of Ihe house who was interested in everything except the 
management of his pioperty, did not know how to put the small blaze 
out 
The flame spread rapidly and the entire edifice was consumed 


by the conflagration, \\hich we call tbe Great French Revolution. 


For the sake of comenienee, we can divide the French Revolution 


into two parts." From 1789 to 1791"there wa« a more or less orderly 
attempt to introduce a constitutional monarchy. This failed, partly 
through Jack of good faith and stupidity on the part of the monarch 
himself, partly -through cireiim stances 01 er which nobody had any 
control. 
' • 


From 1792 to 1790 there was a Republic and a first effort to estab- 


lish a democratic form of government. But the actual outbreak of 
violence had been pieceded by many years of unrest and many sincere 
but ineffectual attempts at reform. 


vMicu Fiaiate had a (k:bt of 1000 million francs ?nd Oi<» tvo.i'nry 


was always empty and there was not a single thing upon which new 
taxes coiild be levied, even good King Louis (who was an expert lock- 
smith and « great hnntov but n very poor statesman) felt vaguely that 
eouiethiBg ought to be done. Therefore he called for Turgot, to be Lla 
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Minister of Finance. Aniie Boberl Jacques Turgot, Baron de 1'Aulae, 
a man in the early sixties, a splendid representative of the fast dis- 
appearing class of landed gentry, bad been a successful governor of a 
province and was an amateur political economist of great ability. He 
did Jiis best. Unfortunately, he could not peiform miracles. As it 
was impossible to squeeze more taxes out of the ragged peasants, it 
was necessary to get the necessary funds from the nobility and clergy 
who had never paid a centime. This made Turgot the best hated man 
at the court of Versailles. Furthermore he was obliged to face the 
enmity of Marie Antoinette, the queen, who was against everybody , 
who dared to mention the word "economy',? within her hearing. Soon 
Turgot was_ called an "unpractical visionary" and a "theoretical pro- 
fessor" and then of course his position became untenable. 
In the 


year 177G he was forced to resign. 


After the "professor" there came a man of Practical Business 


Sense. He was an industrious Swiss by the name of Necker who had 
made himself rich, as a grain speculator and the partner in an inter- 
national banking house. His ambitious wife had pushed him into the 
government service that she might establish a position for her daughter 
who afterwards as the wife of the Swedish minister in Paris; Baron 
de Stael, became a famous literary figure of the early nineteenth 
century. 
' 


Keeker set to work with a fine display of zeal just as Target had 


Hone. In 17S1 he published a careful ra iew of the French finances. 
The king understood nothing of this "Cornpte Eendu." He had just 
sent troops to America to help the colonists against their common 
enemies, the English. This expedition proved to be unexpectedly ex- 


penshe and Necker was asked to 
find the necessary funds. 
When 


instead of producing revenue, he 
published more figures and made 
statistics and began to use the 
dreary warning about "necessary 
economies" his days were num- 
Jbered. In the year 1781 he was 
dismissed as an incompetent serv- 
ant. 


After the Professor 
and the 


Practical Business Man came the 
delightful type of financier who 
will guarantee everybody 100 per 
cent, per month on their money if 
only they will trust ms own in- 
fallible system. 
He was Charles 


Alexandre de Oalonne, a pushing 
official, who had made his career 
Loth by his industry and his com- 
plete lack of honesty and scruples. 


He found the country heavjly indebted, but he was a clever man, willing ' 
to oblige everybody, and he invented a <fuick remedy. He paid the 
old debts by contracting new ones. This method is not new. The 
result since time immemorial has been disastrous. In less thauTiliree 
years more than 800,000,000 francs had been added to the French 
debt by this charming Minister of Finance who never worried and 
smilingly signed his name to every demand that was made by His 
Majesty and by his lovely Queen, wlio had learned the habit of spend- 
ing during the days of her youth in Vienna. 


At last even the Parliament of Paris (a high court of justice and 


not a legislative body) although by no means lacking in loyalty to 
their sovereign, decided that something must be done. Calonne wanted 
to borrow another 80,000,000 francs. It had been & bad year for the 
crops and the misery and hunger in the country districts were 
terrible. 
Unless something sensible were done, France would go 


bankrupt. The King as always was unaware of the seriousness of the 
situation. Would it not be a good idea to consult the representatives 
of the people? Since 1614 no Estates General had been called together. 
In view of the threatening panic there was a demand that the Estates 
be convened. Louis XVI however, who never could take a decision, 
refused to go as far as thaC 


To pacify the popular clamor he called together a meeting of the 


Notables in the year 1787. 
This merely meant a gathering of the 


best families who discussed what could and should be done, \vithout 
touching their feudal and clerical privilege of tax exemption. It is 
unreasonable to expect that a certain class of society shall commit 
political and economic suicide for the benefit of another group of 
fellow-citizens. The 127 Notables "obstinately refused to surrender 
a single one of their ancient rights. The crowd in the street, being 
now exceedingly hungry, demanded that Necker, in whom they had 
confidence, be reappointed. The Notables said "No." The crowd in 
the street began to smash windows and do other unseemly things. 
The Notables fled. Colonne was dismissed. 


A new colorless Minister of Finance, the Cardinal Lomenie de 


Brieiin^ W,T? nrmrvintpfl nm] T,onfa. driven hy the violent threats of 
his starving subjects, agreed to call together the old Estates General 
as "soon as practicable." This vague promise of course satisfied no 
one. 


No such severe winter had been experienced for almost a century. 


The crops had been either destroyed by floods or had been frozen to 
death iu the fields. All the olive trees of the Province had been killed.

Private charity tried to do something but could accomplish little for 
eighteen million starving -people. Everywhere bread riots occurred. 
A generation before these would have been put down by the army. 
But the work of the new philosophical school had begun to bear fruit. 
People began to understand that a shotgun is no effective remedy for 
a hungry stomach and even the soldiers (who carae from among the 
people) \\eie no longer to be depended upon. It was absolutely neces- 
sary that the king should do something definite to regain the popular 
goodwill, but again he hesitated. 


Here and there in the provinces, little independent Republics were 


established by followers of the new school. The cry of '-'no taxation 
without representation" (the slogan of the American rebels a quarter 
of a century before) was heard among the faithful middle classes. 
France was threatened with general anarchy. To appease the people 
and to increase the royal popularity, the government unexpectedly 
suspended the former very strict form of censorship of books. At 
once a flood of ink descended upon France." Everybody, high or low, 
criticised and was criticised. More than 2000 pamphlets were pub- 
lished. Lomenie de Brienne was swept away by a storm of abuse. 
Necker was hastily called back to placate, as best he could, the nation- 
»1J« uu^aL Lxi^JIitcly ihc ctccl: r?.r-vo* 1"nT<f ™ +^^j w»r rent. 
And by common consent, people suspended judgment for a little 
while longer. In May of 1789 the Estates General were to tsswnble 
and then the wisdom of the entire'nation would speedily solve the 
difficult problem of recreating'the kingdom of France into a healthy 
and happy state. 


This prevailing idea, that the combined wisdom of the people 


would be able to solve all difficulties, proved disastrous. It lamed 
all personal effort during many important months. Instead of keep- 
ing the government in his own hands at this critical moment, Necker 
allowed everything to drift. Hence there was a new outbreak of 
the acrimonious debate upon the best ways to reform the »ld king- 
dom. 
Everywhere the power of the police weakened. 
The people 


of the Paris suburbs, under the leadership of professional agitators, 
gradually began to discover their strength, and commenced to play 
the role which was. to be theirs all through the years of the great 
unrest, when they acted as the brute force which was used by the 
actual leaders of the Eevolution to secure th6se things which could 
not be obtained in a legitimate fashion. 


As a son to the peasants and the middle class, Necker decided that 


they should be allowed a double representation in the Estates General. 
Upon this subject, the Abbe Sieyes then wrote a famous pamphlet, "To 
what does the Third Estate Amount?" in which he came to the con- 
clusion that the Third Estate (a name given to the middle class) 
ought to amount 'to everything, that it tad not amounted to anything 
in the past, and that it now desired to amount to something. He 
expressed the sentiment of the great majority of the people who had 
the best interests of the country at heart. 


Finally the elections took place under the worst conditions imagin- 


able. When they were over, 308 clergymen, 285 noblemen and 621 
representatives of the Third Estate packed their trunks to go to 
Versailles. The Third Estates was obliged to carry additional luggage. 
This consisted of voluminous reports called "cahrers" in which the 
many complaints and grievances of their constituents-had been written 
down. The stage was set for the great final act that was to save 
France. 
/ 


The Estates General 'came together on May 5th, 1789.- The king 


was in a bad humor. The Clergy and the Nobility let it be known 
that they were unwilling to give up a single one of their privileges. 
The king ordered the three groups of representatives to meet in 
different rooms and discuss their grievances separately. The Third 
Estate refused to obey the royal command. They took a solemn oath 
to that effect in a squash court (hastily put in order for the purpose 
of this illegal meeting) on the 20th of June, 1789. They insisted that 
all tluee Esuues, Nobility, Clei-gy and Third Estate, should meet to- 
gether and so informed His Majesty. 
The<king gave in.

At that 
time, too, the very air is full of 
superstition, and that makes it all 
the more interesting. 


When the baby is three days 


old a red string- must be run 
through a piece of Chinese money 
and 
fastened 
around 
the tiny 
wrist, to bs kept there one year. 
This is said to keep the "bogie 
man" away from the small one. 
Eleven days after the advent of 
the stranger there is tied to the 
room of the door where it lies 'a 
package containing two chopsticks, 
one onion, two pieces of charcoal, 
tufts of cats' and dogs' hair and 
two pieces of fruit filled with seed. 
The chopsticks insure plenty to 


eat, the onion will make the child 
quick-witted, 
the 
fruit 
augurs 
neatness and the tufts- of hair 
will keep the dogs and cats of the 


• - neighborhood quiet. 
The child is 


not named for some relative or 
friend, as with us, out the parents 
select from the dictionary a name 
which is supposed to oe a lucky 
one, and one which will ward off 
all evil Influences. 


Then'comes the important mat- 
ter of having the baby's fortune 
told. 
Most people are willing to 


wait many years for that, but not 
so with the Chinese. How Is one 
to know what awaits the child if it 
is not foretold from tne very be- 
g-inning? 
Chinese fortune tellers 
are numerous and popular, and 
foretell the events of a child's life 
with surprising particularity. Rich 
people often spend great sums in 
this way in order, as they believe, 
to ward ofF the 
evil influences 
hanging over the destiny of their 
beloved offspring. 
The god of longevity is perhaps 


tne mobt jjujjui^i vl^.tj -.. 1I.~ ": 
casion, and great sums of money 
are spent in his honor ana to gam 
his good will, while promises of 
annual gifts are made if he will 
only portect the baby and brine 
him safely through the critical 
periods of bis life. 
This idol is 
then supposed to be the child's 
tutelary guardian. There are many 
blind fortune tellers who are paid 
to make intercession to their espe- 
cial idol in behalf of the new- 
born child. 
Another superstitious custom is 


the~prevalence of wearing amulets 
or charms. These you can always 
find if you look, for the little 
trinkets of gold, silver or silk em- 
broidery are always on the person 
of the child in some shape or form. 
They may be hung around the 
neck, they may be fastened to the 
button of the blouse or tied around 
the waist, but they are always 
somewhere. 
These are supposed 
to be quite efficacious in protect- 
ing the child from evil spirits, and 
a flourishing trade is done in the 
sale of these trifles by priests, for- 
tune tellers, astrologers and clair- 
voyants. 
As to medicine given a Chinese 


baby, it is indeed varied and pecu- 
liar. 
Fresh ginger loot cut in 


slices and rubbed on, is supposed 
to be a panacea tor every ill under 
the sun. When asked why they do 
this,- the Chinese will reply that 
the child's body and head are filled 
with wind and the ginger will drive 
it away. 
The diiii/*, palms are 


often painted v.'ith a blue, ink-like 
liquid for the same purpose and its 
head covered with a brick-red 
mixture applied with a feather. 
This :s supposed to allay fever. It 
would take volumes to describe the 
medicine in the 
form of dried 
' snakes, 
lizards, 
horned 
toads, 
beetles, etc., which, after being 
powdered, are given to the chil- 
dren for different ailments. 
Chinese babies are not-in the 


habit of crying at night, but- as 
they sleep with their mothers, and 
Chinese covers usually weigh about 
thirty pounds each, they sometimes 
rebel at suffocation, and give voice 
to their sentiments in a cry. The 
mother gives the child all sorts of 
obnoxious preparations, and gives 
it everything except the KlUtti 
thing—fresh air and liberty. 


As to the playthings of a Chi- 
nese baby, they may not be so 
numerous as those of our babies, 
but serve the purpose quite as \v6ll. 
They have playing cards, bells, dice 
and moon-toys, the latter made of 
clay and sugar in the form of dif- 
ferent animals.

and excited chatters and congratu- 
lations and bearing her gaily 
dressed infant in her arms. The 
Orientals are not sparing of their 
compliments, and the mother's 
head would be quite turned if she 
believed all the pretty things said 
to her on this occasion. 
When all are really seated 
around the festive board the tiny 
wine bowls reposing in a Chinese 
spoon at each place are filled and 
all together touch bowls and drink 
to the health of the newcomer. 
The mother is not supposed to eat 
very much on this occasion, it be- 
ing considered honor enough for 
her to exhibit the baby and its 
numerous charms. 


All sorts of toasts are. given and 
always to each lady guest, that 
she 
may 
"become 
the

mother of many honorable sons." 


The dinnerls usually brought in 


from the nearest restaurant, and 
when all the pretty bowls are set 
upon the table and lids removed 
the contents are steaming hot and

Rescue of Miner After 
Fifteen Days in Living 
Tomb Under ground 


T 


HE heroism of the miners and 
United States Bureau of Mines' 
rescue crew, working one mila 


deep in the bowels of the earth, 
cutting 
a. subterranean passage 


from the Kennedy mine to the Ar- 
gonaut shaft, recalls the nation- 
wide attention directed to a some- 
what similar task in a tunnel of 
the Edison Electric Company in 
the same Sierra. Nevada Mountain 
group near Bakersfield in, 1906, 
where Lindsay E. Hicks was bur- 
fed alive fifteen days, sixteen hours 
aird twenty-five minutes. 


Hicks was one of a crew of six 


.American miners who wen't to 
work in the morning of-December 
7, 1S06, in a tunnel in the Kern. 
River. Canyon, seventy-five feet be- 
low the surface. 
Soon after they 
.entered there waa & cave-in and 
some seventy feet of earth, boul- 
ders and timbers enveloped them. • 
Three were killed outright 
The 
others,, including Hicks, survived 
in the fiebris, but two died, before 
help reached them. 


Hicks was pinned to the ground, 
trat 
fortunately 
-underneath 
a 
tramway car. On the surface hope 
that the men "were alive was given 
up. 


On the following- Monday, while 


excavating for the bodies of the 
Unfortunates, -workmen heard a 
CLUeer lapping on cue of the tram- 
way rails. It was_so vague that no 
attention was paid to it and sev- 
eral hours elapsed before one of 
-them became curious and spoke of 
the incident to one of the engi- 
neers. 


Various causes were assigned; 
some believed it wag an echo, 
others that it was water dropping. 
Finally a workman tapped the rail 
and it appeared to be answered. 
The superintendent of tha mining 
operations was notified and he 
made an investigation. 
He made 


the miners' signal on the rail— 
..-*,-;„„_<.• 
binct" — and 
it 
was 


quickly answered. 


A 
consultation 
was quickly 


called, further signals were ex- 
changed and it became known that 
someone was a live at the bottom 
of the shaft. 
This amazing: news 
sprean fast and the world watched 
the progress of the rescue. 
The 
la-ee press-gathering- associations 
carrie* every detail and the large 
city newspapers sent special corre- 
spondents and photographers to 
the scene." 


Engineers and officials went to 


the spot and formulated plans for 
teaching the living. A half-inch 
pipe was forced along the flange of 
one of tlie tramway rails. Nearly 
24 hours elapsed, before it reached 
the entombed- man, who believed 
it was a pick or drill and, that hla 
rescuers were Bear. Finding it to 
be a. pipe, he called* through it and 
the first ' conversation, was ex- 
changed with, the outside world. 
Hides described his position as 


•well as he. could, declared he was 
all right having allayed the pangs 
of hunger and thirst by chewing 
and then swallowing- tobacco. Be- 
fore entering the shaft on the fate- 
ful morning he had purchased a 
sateen-ounce plug of chewing to- 
bacco, and this undoubtedly sus- 
tained life. 
The miner said he had been un- 
conscious, apparently for many 
hours. He heard the death strug- 
gles of two of his companions, told 
how he battled mental tortures 
and insanity and told of hearing 
rats gnawing in the pit. 
The pipe was then withdrawn 


and another of like size with end 
closed, but perforated, was substi- 
tuted and liquid nourishment was 
transmitted to Hicks. 
The com- 
pany's surgeon stood on the outside 
end of the pipe and prescribed the 
amount of milk and other stimu- 
lants to be sent. 
Guided by the length of the pipe 


and the location described by the 
entombed man, the engineers made 
measurements and decided to nm 
a four by six foot drift straight 
from the face of the mountain. 
When the discovery was made 
that one of the victims of- the cave- 
in was stni alive mess 
?erg were 
despatched to the Randsburg: min- 
ing district and to Bakersfleld for 
available miners of 
experience 


yolunteerg responded and were 
rushed over mountain grades and 
hoisted Jp the side of ths perpen- 
dicular precipice by uonkcy ens.ne 
and buckets to'the '.'skip." 
Work was begun Tuesday, De- 


cember 11, and continued day and 
Sight. After the air apparatus 
was installed men worked as mani- 
as sixty hours -without rest. Stim-

purpose, but one'man imbibed too 
freely and fell down an incline. 
Another man lost all his upper

In. the meantime Hicks was be- 
ing entertained. His comrades kept 
him in communication, promised 
to have him out in. a few days and 
that he was to be the honored 
guest at a. banquet. He listened to 
songs and felt assured alwavs that 
he would get out as soon as he 
regained consciousness, but if not 
be was satisfied to die. His stoic 
indifference only encouraged his 
rescuers to work faster. 
On the 
twelfth day a phonograph was in- 


stalled and the strains of muslo 
poured down the pipe. 


Soon after midnight on Decent 
ber 22, after many obstacles had 
been encountered, tbe rescuers 
reached the prisoner, after a heavy 
boulder was carefully circled and 
beams and rails sawed. A bandage 
was placed over his eyes to pro. 
tect them from the outside light. 
He waa placed on a stretcher and 
carried out. 
Word of his deliverance was 
flashed to the countryside and to 
Bakersfield, where the people had 
been kept at a high pitch for the 
three previous days with the ex- 
peclatjon of the final rescus. Fives

A few nuts split open or partly 


open as at (A) and are easy to 
clean out and fill with the plaster. 
When open fill as at (B), put the 
"other half back on and wind with 
string as at (C), or use elastic 
bands. 
Set away, but first'wash 


off any plaster sticking outside. 
Finally the plaster will be as hard 
as marble, remove the string and 
-the shells will hold together and 
look like a fresh nut. And any 
worm trying to bore in will get 
blisters on his nose. 


Some nuts -'M not cracK. Prill 


•them as with a gimlet or small 
drill (D) and dig out the meat with 
a sharpened wire (E). Pecans and 
feiznilar nuts can be forced open 
With a knife (F). but be very care- 
lul or It will slip and cut your 
hand. With thin- shelled nuts like 
almonds and peanuts, be very care- 
ful not to crush the shells. 


For the smaller nuts, make a 


case as at G. Hunt up their com- 
mon names—also their botanical 
names and if possible write or 
typewrite this, together with where 
they grow, and paste it in the bot-

tom of the compartment. 


After the nuts are filled with 
plaster and thoroughly hard, var- 
nish them -with white varnish—to 
keep air away 'and preserve them. 
It makes aa interesting collection 
—and as there are thousands of 
varieties, it's fun trying to get as 
nrany as possible. 
Many nuts are 


not good to eat at all, but are used 
for commercial purposes. Look in 
a good encyclopedia for "nuts" and- 
from there look up the various' 
kinds. 
Don't jorjrat 
the tiny 


hazel nut, nor the big cocoanut— 
get them all. 
' 


When possible, make up several 


of each variety in case you lose one 
or-anything' happens to it—and be- 
sides, you can exchange with, other 
nut collectors.

artists of metropolitan 
news- 


papers, and scenic artists -with 
theatrical experlehce, there Is no 
reason why women should not 
be very suitable for this class of 
work.

P. Gourlay, Director 
in Chief of the Art Department 
of

Pictures, Inc. just 
what he 


tlfought of a possible Invasion of 
women upon his domain. 


"So long as a girl can put cut- 


as good work as a man, it would 
make no difference to me which I 
employed," said Gourlay. "There 
is no reason why women should- 
n't make out quite an well as men 
if they did the same style of 
work. 


"However, girl artists as a rule 


specialize in decorative art work, 
in light line drawing and fashion 
detail. In motion picture .art 
departments there's .little need of 
this; what is required Is bold 
work in black and whites, prin- 
cipally pen and ink, and brush 
and ink technically known as dry 
brush work. 


"The various branches of the 


art department embraces figure 
work, 'lettering, posters, design- 
ing in making of heralds and 
window cards, and artwork for 
press sheets. An artist who has 
had retouching experience in a 
photographic establishment can 
be kept busy doing" nothing else 
outside 
of ^retouching photo- 


graphs, for it Is necessary to do 
a great deal of retouching before 
a photograph is ready for the 
coarse/ screens used for news- 
paper work. 


"When, an artist has a. com- 


plete knowledge of the various 
kinds of art required by motion 
picture enterprises, she may set 
herself up in a studio and solicit 
work from a number of concerns. 
Much work is given out and the 
artist Is paid according to his 
reputation. 
"Portrait work pays -best, ar.d 


color work receives a higher price 
than pen and Ink. 


"Freelancing is a good -way to 


break in/ as the various art 
departments get acquainted with 
the artist's work in this wry, and 
when there is a vacancy she 
stands a better chance than a 
stray outsider. 


"No portrait work Is done In 


the art department of a motion 
picture studio.. This Is given out 
to portrait painters who special- 
ize in this branch." 


Miss Anna Maloney is a pioneer 


in this work; so far as I know 
she is the first woman to take 
her talents as an artist Into a 
motion picture studio. 
Besides 


doing work in the art depart- 
ment, Miss Maloney helped rep- 
resenting a stage with drop cur- 
tains, flies, etc.

ence. Chemists in search of a new 
.material or a new process have 
not Infrequently stumbled upon 
something of extreme value in a 
field perhaps entirely foreign to 
the one they were aiming at. Such 
'an accidental discovery, according 
to A, C. Hensley, superintendent of 
the Oakland Lykglas plant, was 
responsible for what promises to 
b« a real revolution in the pro- 
cesses of automobile painting, 


"Almost twenty years ago," said 


Hensley last week, "an Indianapo- 
lis chemist was searching for a 
.process to seal fie pores of alumi- 
num. In the course of his search 
he

years ago, when his tormula passed

They began a course of 


experimentation that lasted three 
years, and as a result developed 
the Lykglas auto renewal process. 
By the use of quick-drying: paints 
and varnishes, which tliey devel- 
oped, which retained their elas- 
ticity in spite of quick drying, and 
the final sealing coat 
of secret 


Chemical, which made the new 
finish sl*ss hard and Impervious 
-to dirt, oil or moisture, they devel- 
oped a paint process which cut the, 
time of repainting to One-third of 
.•what it was under the old methods, 
i They painted several cars and sent 
jthem out arid tested them under 
•very conceivable weather condi- 
tion, from Eastern snow and sleet 
to the heat and alkali dust of the 
deserts of the 
Southwest. The 


Lykglas jobs stood up better than 
the old-fashioned methods, they 


"More than a year and a half 


tigo the first Lykglas plant was 
established in Indianapolis. It was 
crowded with cars from the very 
etart.

in Chicago, New York, Boston,. St. 
Louis ~nd here in Oakland where 
plants have been established.

poor condition as it was last spring 
and it is getting worse every, day," 
claims. Bryan Milton, manager "of 
the Davis Motor Car Agency. 


"This street is one of the most 


important in the boulevard system 
of the Eastbay cities, and is fre- 
quently In the worst repair of any 
on this-, side of the bay, barring 
several in Berkeley.

most of t>e time, save for a few 
holes that need filling now and 
then. 
That section of road was

"Grand, avenue passes through 


one of the wealthiest sections of 
the city of Oakland, and it seems 
that everyone who lives along that 
boulevard has at .least one auto- 
mobile.

New Model Westcott Arrives in Oakland 


The 1923 Westcott, with disc wheels which arrived here last week. The car has many new 


features throughout*and is improved and refined. 
The complete line is on display here 


now. 


During the year ending Septem- 


ber 30, 1922. travel to Yosemk6 
National Park for the first time 
passed the 100.000 mark when 
100,506 people veiled the 
park. 


This represents a gain of 8,933 
over the previous year, or nearly 10 
per cent The gain is represented 
largely in increased train travel as. 
on account of an unusually late 
bJWinjr with consequent delay in 
opsr.ing of the roads, automobile 
travel \vas late in getting started. 
Considering this unfavorable condi- 
tion, It is all the more remarkable 
that automobile travel showed even 
the small increase of 636 cars re- 
corded. 
Besides having broken al' pre- 


vious records for the year, new 
high records were also established 
in- the number of people in the 
park at one time, and the number 
of visitors for any one day. On July 
3 fcere were 11,562 people in the 
park, as compared with the pre- 
vious year's record of approxi- 
mately 9.000 on June 20. In fact, 
the number of people in the park 
at any one time during the summer 
travel season was greater than ai 
the corresponding ume in any pre- 
vious year. From early May to 
earlv September there were never 
leas "than -2,500; from early June 
'to the middle of July, or «"'sn a 
little later, the number never fell 
below 9,500; and for a week in the 
latter part of June and the fore 
part of July the number was in ex- 
cess of 11,000 at all times, the peak 
being reached on July 3 when, as 
before- stated, it reached nearly 
12,000. 
•2,263 ON ONE DAT. 


The largest day's travel on re- 


cord was recorded on July 2 when 
2,263 people entered the park, of 
which 1,943 came in 560 private 
automobiles. 
The best previous 
record was made on July 3, 1921, 
when 1.6S4 people registered, of 
which 1,490 came in 401 private 
cars. 


Of the total number of people 


entering the park during the year 
36,004 registered for camp sites in 
the free campiiig grounds in Yose- 
mite Valley. The number actually 
Utilizing the public camp grounds 
•was probably in excess of this num- 
ber, as, during the peak of the sea- 
son 
undoubtedly 
hundreds 
of 


campers failed to register. A com- 
plete record would undoubtedly 
have shown the number to have 
been in the neighborhood of 40,- 
000 people. 
On July 3 7,152 


campers were occupying sites in 
the public camp grounds, approxi- 
mately 2,500 more than recorded 
at one time in any previous year. 


It is of interest T.O note that the 
average number of persons car- 
ried per automobile \va.ti more in 
1921 than in 1922, the 
average 
being 3.408 for the former, whereas 
lor the latter year it was 3.306.

The 
common run of folk who ordinarily

musical entertainment will not be 
so entertained, and to make the 
silence more noteworthy such folka 
are urged to abstain from the use 
of their mechanical music pro- 
ducers for that one day, Saturday 
night, in Portland, as elsewhere, is 
the big dance night. What foot- 
shakers will do without music, if 
they observe the city counc'l man- 
date, is a mystery. They can't even 
Whistle. 


Early on the morning of Sunday, 


November 6, this harmonious si- 
lence will be broken by gentle 
church bells, which will ba the 
signal for everything and every- 
body musical to tune up again.

-The passing of Mrs. J. K. Prior is ^particu- 


larly taken account of by the older generation 
of San Franciscans. 
Her late husband, J. K. 


Prior was one of the city's solid citizens of 
earlier times. He started in business as a 
plumber and" thus laid the foundation of the 
Prior fortune ; but he became known as a man 
of civic spirit, and of unerring judgment as to 
the city's expansion. He bought property in • 
the track" of "the city's growth, and investments 
that seemed daring at first eventually proved ' 
his foresight. One such investment was that at 
the corner of Mason and Eddy streets that was" 
the site of the Tivoli Opera House that was de- 
stroyed by the great fire. Before that'it was 
the site of the panorama of the Battle of Wa- 
terloo, a novelty of the time, which in the hands 
of the promoters was a failure. Prior took hold 
of it after the failure, and made it a great suc- 
cess, thns enhancing his reputation as one who 
made a success of everything be touched. The 
site of the old Tivoli Opera House was for 
twelve or fourteen years covered by a new 
ruin, an^ arrested development.

headed by Ferris Hartman started the erection 
of a theater and hotel building thereon, ,arid 
being unable to finance it abandoned the en- 
terprise nffpr some progress had been made on 
the building. It remained in that unfinished 
condition until recently, though in the heart 
of the theater and shopping district.
